Sweat Supports Growth 


Putting this sweat in culture 
tubes after it had been auto­ 
claved, and inoculating it with 
common skin fungi it was sh* wn 
to support growth of trieophytnn, 
mierotjHfroH, etc. The trieophy- 
tons are responsible for the van- 
ou forms of ringworm. 
Anyone, aa I have indicated, 
might have guessed th at this was 
true because th* favorite places 
for ringworm infections are the 
moist crevices of the body always 
bathed in perspiration—the arm ­ 
pits, the crotch and spaces be­ 
tween the toes particularly. In 
fact it is a safe bet that many of 
these have been called hyperi- 


drosis, or m iliaria—th at is to say 
the eruption was as ribed to the 
irritating effect of 
the sweat 
alone. 
No wonder then ringworm Is so 
common. 
Not only does the per­ 
spiration furnish a natural nvdi- 
urn for its growth, but the keratin 
of the skin does also. The keratin, 
a.-; you know if you have read this 
column lately, is the upper, horny 
lei er of the .^kin. 
The tricophy- 
ton likes to grow on this to such 
an extent that you can often find it 
growing on the leather of a chair 
in damp weather, or any sim ilar 
leather goods. 
It was once thought that the 
lactic acid in perspiration which 
is w hat makes it taste so sour was 
a detrim ent to the growth of skin 
fungi. Hut it has been shown that 
when the perspiration dries it 
quickly is attacked by saprophytes 
which alkalinize it and also form 
sugars which probably increases 
its desirability as a growing held 
for the fungi. 
Preventive Measures 
The lesson of this is obvious— 
to bathe particularly the arm pits, 
crotch and toes morning arid eve­ 
ning during tins hot weather and 
afte r drying the ^kin apply a mild 
antiseptic ii*., boric acid or a 
dilute alcohol solution. 
There is a new preparation for 
ath.ete a foot (which, of course, 
is a form of this fungus infection! 
called “Soretone,” whi p is, if 
yon are chemically minded, 4- 
Beta-Ethyl-Hexyl-P moi. It was 
used first in 72 ca 
s of severe,

regular forms of treatm ent. Most 
of the cases (6 8 ^ ) showed mal ked 
improvement within IO days and 
complete cure at the end of 20

AFTER DEBORAHS time the 
Israelites again went back to their 
old evil ways and worshipped 
Baal in the place of their own 
God. For this they were delivered 
Into the hands of the Midians. who 
came up as "grasshoppers for 
multitude,” and they despoiled the 
land for the children of Israel so 
that there was little for them to 
eat and they were driven to live in 
caves. 
Of course, the people cried to 
the Lord to deliver them, and one 
day when Gideon, son of Joash, 
was threshing wheat near the 
wine press on his father's land, so 
that the Midianitcs would not see 
him, the angel of the Lord ap­ 
peared and. seating himself under 
an oak, said to Gideon. "The Lord 
is with thee, thou mighty man of 
G od” 
Gideon asked how' it was if the 
Lord was with them that they 
were so oppressed, and toe Lord 
answered, "Go in thy might, and 
thou shalt save Israel from the 
hand of the Midianites.” Gideon 
protested that his father was poor 
and he, Gideon, was the least of 
his sons The Lord reassured him, 
"Surely I shall be with thee.” 
Asks for a Sign 
Gideon requested a sign that 
this messenger really was the an­ 
gel of the Lord. He told the angel 
not to leave until he had present­ 
ed him with a gift. He therefore 
prepared a meal, and the angel 
told him to put the food on a rock 
and pour the broth over It, and 
th* angel took 
hi* staff and 
touched the food, and fire rose 
out of the rock and consumed it. 
Thua Gideon was convinced that 
this was God’* messenger. 
That night Gideon was instruct­ 
ed to slay a young bullock, then 
to wreck the altar to Baal and to 
erect one to the Lord, and lay the 
bullock thereon. He did ao, and 
next morning the people were so 
•ngry they demanded Gideon'* 
death, but his father. Joash, whose 
faith in the Lord was renewed, 
told them that "lf he be a god. let 
him plead for himself, because one 
hath exit down his altar."

Gideon, 
however, was still not quite con­ 
vinced that the Lord was with 
him. ao he asked the Lord to give 
him another sign. He would put a 
fleece on the floor and lf it w’SS 
wet with dew In the morning and 
all about It was dry, he would take 
that for the sign. It was so, and 
then he asked that this sign be 
reversed, and the fleece be dry 
while the rest should be wet; and 
It was so. 
Too Many Men 
The Israelite* gathered, but the 
Lord said there were too many. 
Some left, but still they were too 
many, said the Lord. Then all 
were to go down to the w ater to 
drink, and Gideon was to see those 
that lapped water like dogs, and 
those who knelt to drink, and 
when all drank 300 men lapped 
the water as if they had not time 
to drink kneeling. These were 
chosen. 
Gideon was then told to take his 
servant, Phurah, and go to the 
Midiana* tents and hear what they 
were saying. The two men went 
and heard a man telling of his 
dream — that a cake of barley 
tumbled down into the host and it 
fell; and his fellow said that 
meant that Gideon and his men 
would triumph. 
Gideon and Phurah worshipped, 
and then Gideon divided hi* 300 
men into three companies, giving 
each man a trumpet in his right 
hand and a pitcher with a light 
therein in the other. They were 
stationed around the Midianites* 
encampment. Gideon told his fol­ 
lowers to watch him and do as he 
did. He raised his trum pet and 
blew and smashed his pitcher so 
that the light flared. All his men 
did likewise, and all shouted. "The 
aw ord of the Lord. and of Gideon.” 
The Midianites, suddenly aw ak­ 
ened from sleep, were so terrified 
that they fled, mistaking one an­ 
other for enemies, and the rout 
was overwhelming. 
As they pursued the Midianites 
snd captured two princes, Oreb 
and Zeeb. whom they slew', Gid­ 
eon’s men grew faint with hunger. 
They asked the men of Succoth 
and later those of Penuel for food, 
which was refused. Gideon later 
punished them severely for this. 
The Israelites wanted Gideon to 
be their king, but he refused. He 
did. however, take all the jewelry 
that the Israelite* had taken from 
their enemies and made an ephod 
—a richly embroidered garm ent 
for a Jewish priest. This rich gar­ 
ment was a source of temptation 
to all Israel During Gideon’s life­ 
time there was peace In Israel, bu- 
when he died, they again were un­ 
faithful to their God.
